MURDER CASE ARISES 
FROM BLACK JACK GAME: 


Employes of Montreal Theatre Arc 
Involved in Trial Where Advertis- 


ing Solicitor Accused of Killing 

Ticket Seller as Result of a Quar- 

rel, 

Montreal, March 12.—The trial of 
John Charles Ross, charged with 
murdering Robert James Fitzsim- 
mons at the Orpheum theatre on 
November 380th, opened this morn 
ing. Fitzsimmons was the ticket col- 
lector of the theatre, while Ross was 
the advertising solicitor for the the 
atre’s programme, 

The case of the crown is that Ross 
drew a revolver and shot Fitzsim- 
mons during a discussion over a bet 
in the course of a game of black 
which was taking place after 
the show in the basement. 

The medical testimony showed that 
one bullet had penetrated Fitzsim- 
mons’ abdomen, lacerating the liver. 
The shot had been fired by some one 
holding a revolver at right angles to 
the deceased's side. 

Alfred Lee, an usher, told of the 
card party. The game had not long 
been in progress when an altercatton 
occurred between Ross and Fitzsim- 
mons over a four dollar bet the lat- 
ter had secured, During the quarrel 
Noss drew a revolver and then Fitz- 
simmons got up from his chair, 
walked around the table and struck 
Ross in the face. 

The blow staggered him for an in- 
stant but he did not fall, 

Fitzsimmons was under the infiu-" 
ence of liquor. He denied that he 


not now possess under the Manitoba 
act. He said that he was speaking 
as an individual and did not wish | 
to interfere with the rights of any 
one to vote as he thought best. As 
for his own policy it is today the 
same as it was in 1897. At that 


time he refused to stand for a policy 
which would interfere with *he au- 
tonomy of Manitoba, He would de- 
cline to stand for such a policy to- 
day. He declared that the only prop-} 
er policy was one of moderation and 
conciliation, 

Hon, F. D. Monk in reply repudiat- 
ed the assertion of the vested rights 
of the minorities and said he had de- 
cided that they have no vested 
rights. He advised those who were 
behind the amendment to not insist 
on making demands where they did 
not have a good case, for to do so} 
would only prejudicially affect the 
rights and jhe privileges of the mi- 
norites, 

Hon, Dr. Beland then amoved that 
the bill be sent back to committee 
to have inserted an amendment pro- 
viding that a conference of repre- 
sentatives of the Dominion and Mani- 
toba governments should be held to 
determine what vested rights exist in 
the district to be added and oi de- 
cide what steps should be taken to 
protect these rights, Dr. Boland; 
having spoken for nearly an hour in 
support of the amendment, Hon. 
Robert Rogers replied. He said 
there was no need of such @ confer- 
ence because the whole matter had 
been discussed in 1906, He declared 
that whe settlement of 1897 was not 
satisfactory to any citizen of the Do- 
minion, whether Roman Catholic or 
Protestant,

London, Mar. 12.—Major Leonard 
Darwin, presiding at a meeting last 
night of the Royal Geographical! 
Society, said, amid applause, that 
since the last meeting those present 
had heard that the courageous Nor- 
wegian, Captain Amundsen, who was 
known to many of them, having lec- 
tured before the society, had seuc- 
ceeded in discovering the South Pole. 

Major Iarwin then read the fol- 
lowing telegram, which had been

The industrial committe,” of which

Clarke and Lundy members, will re- 
port to the ‘ity council tonight that 
more time is required to settle the

After discussing the matter for two 
hours yesterday afternoon the ccm- 
mittee decided to hold another meet- 
ing with representatives of the board 
of trade with a view to trying to soive 
the problem, now considerably tangled 
and not easily unravelled.

Mayor Arm- 
strong and All, Lundy believe the seu- 
scn is to well advanced to: alter the 
plans of the board of trade, whith 
are well matured and being pushed 
with all possible vigor. 

They point out that a change at 
this time might seriously interfere 
with the work in hand. 

Ald, Walsh and Olarke are in favor 
of establishing a municipal publicity 
department and placing it in charge 
of an expert publicity man diréctly 
responsible to the city for his work. , 

Still another proposition isto leave 
the matter in the hands of a com- 
mittee selected from the council or 
commissicners end the board of trade 
and they in turn to choose a publicity 
man to work with the board of trade 
for the coming year.
